IMPORTANT FINANCIAL BILL. 

In the Senete, however, an important finan- 
cial bill was reported from the Committec- on 
Finance, providing for gold contracts, the is- 
suing of gold certificates, the conversion of 
gwreenbacks into a five per cent. bond, and | 
authorizing the national banks to issue notes 


redeemable in coin. This is a measure decided | 


on by the Finance Committee on Saturday, 
and omits all provision to fund the public 
debt. The bill was ordered to be printed for 
future action, but from a ctrsory glance at 
it, Senators and members and flnancial men 
looked upon it as quite impractieable.

FRANKFORT, Ky., Jan. 18, 1869. 
The CovrieER-JOURNAL’s correspondent at 
the State capital esteems it as peculiarly for- 
tunate that nothing has transpired in Frank- 
fort since Saturday, or in the Legislature this 
morning, requiring anything like extended 
comment. The man with newspaper habits— 
if I may be permitted to use the expres- 
sion—of several years’ standing, who finds 
himself under the dire necessity of getting up 
at 5 o'clock in the morning in order to take the 
early train from Louisville to Frankfort, feels, 
after arriving at his point of destination, no in- 
clination to apply himself to any earthly oecu- 
pation except that of sleeping. Never was 
your correspondent in a fitter frame of mind 
to join devoutly with honest Sanche Panza in 
his benediction upon “the man who first in- 
vented sleep’’ than in the transit this morning 
over the smoothly-running Lexington and 
Frankfort road. 

A GOODLY COMPANY. 
Had the time of making the trip from Louis- 
ville to Frankfort been a whit less matudinal 
—I would say less barbarous, but for 
the fear of losing caste with very early-rising 
friends, I could have had no difficulty in 
passing the time at once agreeably and in- 
siructively. Indeed, when your correspond- 
ent calls to mind the society be might have 
enjoyed but for his irrepressible proclivity in 
the direction of somnolence aud stupidity, he 
can scarcely forgive himself for opportunity 
neglected. Around and beside me were 
scattered Senators and Representatives 
whose conversation might— who knows?--have 
been infinitely improving over the crude con- 
ceptions of old fogies like Lycurgusand Solon. 
If some of them suffered under influences 
akin to those which acted so powerfully upon 
your correspondent, they might still have been 
aroused by a proper effort. The lightning was 
there, and it only needed an electric touch to 
make it flash forth upon the scene. 
But three seats removed was 
the eminent gentleman who presides over the 
deliberations of the House of Representatives. 
His brow was serene, and his look gravity 
itself. So deeply immersed was he in the in- 
tricacies of some nice parliamentary point 
which, with his gigantic mind he was ponder- 
ing, that with eyes closcd and head occasion- 
ally nodding, no doubt in emphatic aequica- 
cence in the solution of some deeply con- 
sidered problem, he scarcely seemed conscious 
of aught pase’. around him, Once, indeed, 
wnen your correspondent, carried away 
by his emotions, irrevereutly remarked 
thet he wouldn’t get up two consecutive 
mornings at five to be made Speaker of the 
House of Representatives, the voice of Judge 
Buneh was heard in grave remonstrance 
against those devoid of proper ambition. 
But perbaps the most irrefragable proof of our 
distinguished Speaker’s total abstraction in

Mr. BrownE—I am sort’y to have cause to 
differ with my friend, but what power have 
we to legalize this marriage? My memory is 
that the constitution says thatthe Legislature 
Inay pases laws authorizing the courts to do 
this thing, and in addition to this after the 
parties have been divorced—which is the 
proper way to proceed—she may then go and 
marry this man with all the forms of law. 

The statute is plain, and if there is any one 
thing thai is more plainly laid down than 
another it is the provision in reference to 
special legislation. 

There is no necessity for legalizing these 
children, because as soon as he can perform a 
legal marriage all the children will become 
legalized issue. In so doing we are going be- 
yond the power delegated to us, or, rather, 
coming within the prohibition of th: at power. 
I will take the liberty to read Sec. 32, Art. : 
of the constitution: ‘The General Assembly 
shall have no power to grant divorces, to 
change the names of individuals, or direc t the 
sales of estates belonging to infants or other 
persons laboring under legal disabilities by 
8; ecial legislation; bat by general laws shall 
conf¢r such powers on the courts of justice.”

These ties ieuerantiy” intermarried, and 
they “th violated the penal statute of our 
State. This is the true case. Now the ques- 
tion is whether the Kentucky Legislature will 
not legalize that marriage and exonerate them 
from the penalties involved by the section 
violated. 

As faras the removal of legal disability is 
concerned it is done in this House every 
day. No longer than last Saturdaya young 
man from Owen county under twenty-one 
years of age asked the Le-islature to remove 
woe disability in order that he might 

ec in the practice of law. As the con- 
stitu ion provides that noone shal! practice 
law te this State unless he. has arrived at the 
age of twenty-one years it became necessary 
to remove sueh disability; that was a disabili- 
ty removed by act of this Legislature on Sat- 
urday, and we hed various other cases. 

What will be the effect if this is not done 
and the parties left open to the persecution of 
any malicious person who may desire to put 
them to trouble? They are placed in an un- 
pleasant situation, and innocently so. T 

woman, ether with the whole ne 
hood, believed her husband dead, and upon 
that belief she married. The gentleman from 
Bourbon [Mr. Davis] objects on the ground 
that she marriéd too soon. That was her own 
discretion. If I believed the bill unconstitu- 
tional I would not advocate its e. It is 
ee ae Iam notasking the Logis- 

lature to granta divorce, but I am asking the 

paceage ofa law legalizing a marriage, and thus 
ceeld the consequences of violating a penal 
satute should malicious persons feel disposed 
to persecute them. Now theidea as advanced 
by the geotleman from Washington, relative 
to the legalizing of issue previous to marriage 
is probably true, bnt that does not reach the 
objcet here. It "does not release the parties 
from the offense ignorantly committed against 
the law, and exonerate them from the pains 
and penalties of the violated law. Under all 
the cifcumstances, [ can see no objection, 
There were numerous reports of the first 
husband’s death, which was no uncommon 
thing during the late bloody conflict, as is 
well known by the gentiomen upon this floor. 

The woman in good faith contracted the 
marriage with no view of violating law at 

all. There is no constitutua lbarrier in the 
way; the Legislature willdo no more special 
legislation in removing this disability than 
they are doing every day. It does not affect 
any community or society, and I earnestly 
hope the House will pass the bill. 

Mr. McHenry—Mr. Speaker: I thinka de- 
cree of court cotablishing ya divorce between 
this woman and her first husband will fix the 
whole matter, and I think it better to refer this 
back to the committee.

that any atiempt to Mx an arbitrary date for re- 
sumption _— be either ridiculous or disastrous 
sn 

My scheme then would be this: 

1, By way of giying banking facilities when 
needed without mereasing the total volume of 
eurrency, I would reduce the tasues of national 
bauks to eighty percent. of their deposited bonds 
the new issue, thus admixstble, to 
the Southern and Western States, which have 
comparatively little currency. 

2. To gradually contract and retire the green- 
backs asa legal tender. I would authorize the 
receipt off-ay one-fourth or one fifth of the au

To settle the vexed question of payment In 
gol ‘or greenbacka, of the laryve portion of the 
public debt hnown as five-tweuties. I would au- 
tholize a new six per cent. loan, payable in 30, 
40, and 50 years, principal and interest in coin, 
expressed upon the face of the bond, one per 
cent. of this Interest to be retained by the gov- 
ernment and applied toa sinking fund for the 
redemption of these bonds, and to be sacredly 
devoted to this one purpose 

The additional securities should i.sure the 
conversion of the five-twentics into this issue 
I would also require ail sales of government gi old, 
and al] purchases of bonds for sinking fund to be 
by public tender. 

These open questions being thus set:led and 
the consequent tendency to reckles speculation, 
based on these uncertaloties repressed: if we 
could btain a reasonable retrepchment of pub- 
llc expenditure and @ moderately honest collec- 
tion or public revenue, I have confidence that 
the resources of the nation are such that we 
may gradually and without a crushing 
reaction, reach a return to sound values, he hile 
we honestly meet our indebtedness. B. 

BEN. BUTLER AND PAPER MONKY.—The ee pre- 
sented to the House of Representatives by Ben. 
Butler some days since has been published in the 
COURIER-JOCRNAL. In presenting the bill 
to the House, Mr. Butler indulged in a 
lengthy speech, in which he elaborates very fully 
his pecullar financial ideas. The bill provides 
for the witbdrawal of the greeabacks, for which 
“eertificates of valne’’ are substituted, any which 

are to be recetved for customs and iaternal taxes, 
having but one currency alike for Government 
anc people. The national banks are to be sup- 
pressed by his plan, and a method of borrowing 
“certificates of value’ of the Government, at low 

rates of Interest, Is to take their place. Frac- 
tional currency ié to be abolished, in lieu of which 
debased silver coinage isto be tasued. Butler 
seclus to have completely overmastered his fond- 
ness for gold aad silver—in fact he abominates 
the precious metals. He has no honeyed words 
fer bondholders, or these loyal capitalists whe 
“saved the life of the nation” by buying bonds at 
forty cents on the dollar. He closed his speech as 
follows: 

We remember our own war of the rebe rte; 
without the legal-tender note, must have come to 
an end in the beginning of 1862; the banks had 
suspended, and, like broken reeds, the govern- 
ment could no longer lean u upon them; business 
was on fete men and supplies coma hardly be 
obtained, the*armies were ubpald, and no deci- 
sive battle had becn fought when Congress passed 

the legal-tender act of 1862. From that time 
business received a new impulse, labor was em- 
ployed, Manufactures everywhere sprung up, 
supplies were abundant, and although by a great 
error the legal-tender note was not made the 
money of the government for all purposes, ¢ it 
should have been, yet, crippled as it was, it 
supplied and paid our soldiers, pensioned the 
wounded, provided for the widow and orphan, 
and produced a degree of prosperity hereto- 
fore unknown, which been maintained 
ever since, and during this riod of six 
years financial panies aud disasters were 
unknown and unthought of until the insane at- 
tempt of the banker and capitalist to foree a re- 
turn to specie payments by a contraction of the 
currency. During the year 1864 we exported 
more than one ee millions of gold and sil- 
ver, only $35,( which came from San 
Freneisco, and no one kee W the fact from any ef- 
fect it had on the business of the country. In any 
other year, while our country was upona specie 
basis, the export of one-tenth part of that sum 
beyond our production would have produced 
financial panics, ruin and distress greater than 
that of 1857, when our total export of specie was 
less than $6,000,000. Point me to any other six 
years in the Onancial history of the country ino 
which labor has been so well paid; in which pro- 
duction has been so varied an nd successful; in

the land. We have heard 

m the patriotism of the bankers and 
capitalists who are said to have come forward 
to lend thetr gold tothe country In Its time of ut- 
most need, but thatis exac o what they did not 
do.

Por several years there has been no such (hing 
as discussing commercial and financial questions 
without at once being involved Inthe meshes of 
politics—and hence, when any proposition loox- 
ing toward the revival of business, reduction of 
taxes, and the general business prosperity of the 
country, has been scrutinized with unusual sev er- 
ity, not for the purpose of determining ite merits 
from a strictly business point of view, but for the 
purpose of determining what influence it wonld 
be likely to exert upon the political situation.

Markets.”’ savs: 

Among the cheering indications of the busi- 
ness fulur presented to eur merchants and man- 
ufacturery at the opening of the new year, per- 
haps the most encouraging ix derived from the 
fact that our commercial relations with the South 
: dly assuming thelr normal base, and that 

and important section of the country, 
Which for some yours past bas been hardly self- 
susiainioyg, is aguin contributing its share of the 
national wealth, as well as ¢ OLsuuling its share 
of the products of other sections. The busines 
men of the North have muchto hope for and 
much to vain from this reopening of the South- 
ern markets, and from the tnereasing resources 
of the people with whom they have lately been 
at war; but with whom, it Is devoutly to be wish- 
ed, they may hereafter be able to live in peace.

We regarJ 
it, however, as something gained when we see 
cropping out tn the Northern mind a reeognitioa 
of the Importance of hastening the work of politi- 
cal restoration, and the tnauguratios of an era of 
good will. But this wili never come under Radi- 
eal rule unless they change their policy. Good 
Will is not to be reached by negro supremaecy—by 
miiitary domination. If the North is desirous of 
commercial prosperity her Representatives in 
Congress Will cease their unholy war upen the 
South, for as the Bulletin very justly remarks: 

In the restoration of the South and her produc- 
tive industries, we shall have taken one gre ab 
step toward placiag the finances and comme: 
of the country upon a sound baal-. and to the end 
of reopening the markets of the world to Awseri- 
ean enterprise and industry, which for nearly a 
decade have been shut against them. 5
